last few days. There were renewed evi- 
dences of preparations for emergency, no 
less in the activity on every hand than in the 
secrecy which is being observed more and 
more each day. Certain rooms hitherto 
accessible to visitors have been closed 
against intrusion. Clerks who have to do 
with confidential letters have been sepa- 
rated from the outsiders; officers who have 
been outspoken in all matters are now pre- 
serving a significant reticence. The day was 
fruitful of much work. There were confer- 
encesin both the War and Navy departments, 
and representatives of firms anxious to fur- 
nish material to the government besieged 
the anterooms of Secretary Alger and Sec- 
retary Long. Arrangements for buying 
foreign-bullt ships were completed; plans 
were laid for supplying a large volunteer 
force if it be necessary; important secret 
orders were issued to army and navy offi- 
cials; there was a renewal of the rumors 
that Bicard would be relieved from duty in 
command of the North Atlantic squadron 
and a revival of the gossip in regard to the 
report of the court of inquiry. 


Accident Theory Dying Out. 

Information on the latter point was the 
most important, since so much depends upon 
the result. The conjecture has all been 
in one direction during the last few days. 
The officials who have committed them- 
selves to the accident theory have main- 
tuned a silence. It is said today that the 
State department has advices from Consul 
General Lee anticipating the formal find- 
ings of the court.

This is an important matter, and 
in time of action it would probably embar- 
rass the government. There would be lia- 
bility to confuse the ammunition, and there 
would be certainly a hampering of the 
operations and the means of supply. This 
is a matter which cannot be obviated, espe- 
Clally if there is to be no time for changing 
guns. The officials say the condition must 
be met as best it may. 
Contractors Harass the Government. 

The Navy department has been treated to 
the promptest sign of war and one of its 
most indefatigable and persistent features 
in the innumerable agents of supply firms 
and plants, who have descended upon the 
Secretary in the hope of getting contracts 
for material or work of construction. 
Representatives of the steel concerns of 
Pennsylvania were here today and agents 
from the shipbuilders all over the country 
tried to see the Secretary.

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CANNOT RAISE FUNDS FOR WAR. 


New York, March 9.—A cablegram just re- 
ecelved from Minister Woodford has been 
laid before the Cabinet by the President, 
says the World’s Washington correspond- 
ent. It declares that Spain has exhausted 
every means of raising money for the prose- 
eution of a war, without success. All the 
financial centers of Europe have rejected her 
overtures. General Woodford pronounces 
ft an utter impossibility for Spain to secure 
funds with which to engage in hostilities 
against. the United States. 

In reference to the political conditions 
which. impelled the ministry to suggest the 
recall of General Lee. Minister Woodford 
said that Sagasta was friendly to the United 
States and would make every possible con- 
cession. to, preserve peace, 

The future danger, said General Woodford, 
lids with the people. With a hostile majority

Case in Supreme Court.

The decision says that the 
distinction is the same as that between the 
lawful act of a gunsmith in selling a pistol 
and the unlawful! act of the same gunsmith 
in. arranging that a pistol shall be used 
for a criminal act.

Japan Will Be Treated Well. 

| The present negotiations contemplate 
Japan's full acquiescence, but whether they 
will succeed cannot be said at this time. 
It is known positively, however, that no 
overtures have.been submitted thus far to 
the authorities at Tokio, and it would be 
for them to give the final decision. Pending 
this, a contract could not be made nor an 
option given. The negotiations took a 
marked step forward today, although, as 
stated, they have not yet reached the final 
stage. Thé two cruisers are not only being 
built for Japan, but they have 5 be- 
come the actual property of Japan by the 
payment of a considerable portion of the 
purchase price—to-wit: $1,850,000 each. 
They are within three months of completion 
on an emergency basis. They are designed 
to make twenty-two knots, which ranks 
‘them among the swiftest cruisers in the 
world. Their armament, primary and sec- 
ondary, is according to Japanese naval 
standards, which proved so effective in her 
recent war with China. ' 

The government officials here feel tha 
there is not likely to be manifested any ex- 
‘hibition of a disposition on the part of the 
Japanese government to stand upon techni- 
cal objections to the sale of these ships to 
the United States government in case the 
decision is reached to purchase them, bas- 
ing this belief upon many kindly expressions 
that of late-have come to their notice and 
to the past record of the Japanese nation. 

A proposition that received instant at- 
tention and is expected to be approved in 
the end came to the Navy department to- 
day. This was to turn over to the Navy 
department ten of the best boats in the 
lighthouse service. These boats are from 
.800 to 400 tons burden, good sea boats, 
manned by officers thoroughly familiar with 
every indentation of the Atlantic coast, and 
‘capable of being easily transformed into 
efficient gunboats.

Disposition to Unload Securities Is 
Shown by Some of the Largest Oper- 
ators—Influential Men Advise Their 
Friends te Be Carefal in Their In- 
vestments—Chicago People Selling 
~The Day’s Advance Does Not Reflect 

the Real Tone of the Trade.

New York March 8&—The stock morket 
continues nervous and sensitive to influences 
having to do with the complications bet ween 
Spain and the United States. At the elose 
of business on the Stock Exchange today 
net advances were shown for a very great 
majority of stocks, but the record was hard- 
ly representative of what really took place 
during the day. Transactions were much 
Jess in volume than on Monday and the ex- 
citing scenes which marked Monday's open- 
ing were not retnacted, but there was all 
day long an incessant pou! out of stocks, 
a continuance of general liquidation.

Legal Fight of Several Weeks. 

The legal fight on the case has been going 
on for several weeks, and the arguments on 
the demurrer were made three weeks ago. 
The decision of yesterday came unexpected- 
ly to both sides, and the First National Bank 
officials were in ignorance of the decision 
until the arrival of the collector with the 
order of the court. 

The banks filing the petition for an in- 
junction upon which the demurrer was in- 
troduced by Attorney Rooney claimed they 
were unjustly discriminated against in the 
assessments made by Assessor Gunning, and 
some time ago asked for a review by the 
County board. This was refuse, and the 
proceedings for an injunction .were begun 
immediately. The court upheld the de- 
murrer and declined to grant the permanent 
injunction asked. This left it Collector 
Ernst's duty to secure the amounts levied 
upon the stockholders of the banks, and this 
is what he proceeded to do yesterday. 

Attorney Rooney heard that the decision 
was to be made only through meeting the 
minute clerk of the court accidentally, and 
the orders issued by Judge Freeman to no- 
tify the attorneys seem to have failed of 
execution. This left but one side represent- 
ed at the decision, and left the other in inno- 
cent ignorance of its failure legally to with- 
hold the collection of the money entered in 
the books of the South Town as due from the 
individual stockholders.

I then advised the officers of the bank 
of these facts, and after consultation the 
money demanded was paid under protest 
and duress, with notice to the Collector that 
his right was denied, that the money paid 
him was the bank’s money and not the 
stockholders’ money, and was not paid by 
the bank as the agent ot the stockholders, 
nor as a tax, but only. to prevent the inter- 
ruption of its own business and the violence, 
confusion, and damage which would accom- 
pany such a levy as was threatened. The 
Collector was notified that he and his bonds- 
men would be held responsible for the money 
so taken if the law would allow its recovery; 
and this closed the incident for the present.“

Cincinnati, O., March &—[Special.]—Judge 
Horace H. Lurton read the decision in the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals this 
morning in a case involving millions and 
upon which has hinged placing of many 
orders for cars.

“Tess of the D' Urdervilles went a long 
‘way towards antagonizing his own sex in 
a similar manner. Seen upon the stage in 
all the unrelenting glare of the footlights, 
Angel Clare appears to be the most despica- 
ble of mortals. Without any pretense to 
purity himself, he demands it absolutely in 
a woman. He is a hypocrite, unjust, and 

worst of all a coward. 

And yet every one has to acknowledge that 
Angel Clare is remarkably like the majority 
M men. Moreover, in deserting Tess he is 
not only acting in a very natural way, but 
in ordinary life his behavior would proba- 

_ bly be regarded as most exemplary under the 
dircumstances. For ti is mournfully true 
that where the moral code is concerned men 
are, generally speaking, unjust, hypocritical, 
and cowardly. They demand in a woman 
what they deem quite unnecessary in them- 
gelves, and they take the flattering nnction 
to their souls that they are high-minded in 
doing so. This innate priggishness in man 
may be exemplified a thousand times in real 
life without attracting comment; but a 
Grama like Tess,“ with its mingled irony 
and tragedy, puts the old facts in a new and 
startling light. And so men blush at this 
story of Hardy’s and are ashamed. Where- 
fore they are apt to feel somewhat abused, 
and in consequence dislike the play. |

IOWA TOWN BADLY BURNED. 


Business-Men of Laurens Losers to the 
Extent of Ninety-eight Thou- 
sand Dollars. 


Pocahontas, Ia., March 8.—[Special. ]—This 
morning at 4 o'clock fire was discovered on 
the west side of the business street of 
Laurens, and destroyed the whole block 
with the exception of two business houses. 

Losses are as follows: Moore & Stacy, 
hardware, $5,000; Younggren, general mer- 
chandise, $5,000; Shoemaker & Anderson, 
hardware and furniture, double store, $10,- 
000; Hakes Bros., general merchandise, $25,- 
000; E. H. Southworth, harness, $2,000; post- 
office, $600; Adams’ restaurant, $1,500; 
First National Bank, $2,000; Johnson Bros., 
general merchandise, $7,000. 

The majority. of the buildings were par- 
tially covered with insurance. Although 
the town has a splendid system of water 
works it was impossible to get the fire under 
control until about 8 o’clock this morning. 
It is thought that the fire was incendiary, as 
the bulldings were discovered in flames in 
two different places. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Assemblyman Wycke has introduced a bill in the 
New York Legislature providing that companies 
transacting an industrial insurance business on 
the weekly payment plan shail issue a id up 
policy for net less than 85 per cent of the 
premiums paid if at the end of three years the 
policy-holder demands such a settlement. Some in- 
dustrial companies have inserted in their policies 
a clause giving the insured the option of surrender- 
ing his policy at the end of five years and receiv- 
ing a paid up insurance equal to a certain per- 
centage of the reserve, which is considerably less 
than the same percentage of the amount of 
premium paid in. It is probable that the bill will 
meet opposition from the insurance companies 
concerned. 


Commissioner Jackson of Alabama has been 
criticised by old line life insurance men for ad- 
mitting the Fidelity Mutual to the State as an 
old line company. The criticism has been more 
gvere than it might otherwise have been in view 
of the action of Commissioner Wright of Georgia, 
who not only refused to license the same com- 
pany to do business in that State as an old line 
company, but compelled it to print in red ink 
on the face of its policies the words, assessment 
Insurance,“ in order that no mistake might 
made by intending patrons.

The Cincinnati local board is having trouble 
with the Ohio mutual companies and under the 
pressure there is danger that the mutuals will 
leave the association. The legitimate mutuals 
have been in the board at Cincinnati for some time, 
but the stand taken against them by the organiza- 
tion is Mable to drive them to the outside.

AN OBJECT LESSON IN PATRIOTISM. 

Not since the days of our civil war has 
a step been taken in the national Con- 
gress which conveyed a more impressive 
lesson in patriotism than on Monday last. 
This was the introdudtion by Chairman Can- 
non of the House Appropriations commit- 


tee of the bill placing in the hands of the 


President $50,000,000, to be expended at 


| his discretion for purposes of national de- 


fense. Seldom if ever before was so much 
significance conched in half a dozen lines 
as these words from the text of the bill 
show: | 
That there is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated, for the national flefense and for egch and 
every purpose connected therewith, to be expend- 
ed at the discretion of the President, — to re- 
main available until June 30, 1890. $50,000,000. 


The scene in President McKinley's study 
where the act was determined uppn de- 
serves to be regarded as historical; Bo- 
sides the President and Assistant ‘Secre- 
tary Day of the State department and 
Secretary Long of the Navy department, 
there were present the heads of the Ap- 
propriations of the two Houses, 
Senator Allison for the Senate and Repre- 
sentative Cannon for the House, with 
Senator Hale of the Senate Naval com- 
mittee and Boutelle of the corresponding 
House committee—the last two having re- 
cently stood arrayed against any steps 
looking to preparation for national defense. 
Their presence aad approval of the act 
were scarcely less significant than the 
fact that the act ~ wer was permitted to 
be introduced by aker Reed, who has 
stood with them. The fact that the act 
was prepared and introduced at Mr. 
Boutelle’s suggestion proves the thorough 
ness of his conversion. Be Mes 

It need not be doubted that the ap- 
propriation will be passed by a practically 
if not entirely unanimous vote of both 
Houses. It is in consonance with the al- 
most unanimous views of the whole nation 
—North as, well as euch East as well as 

The act in itself 4 unprecedented in the 
history of — legislation in time of 


peace. It places it in the power of the 
President, without the formality $f con- 
sulting Congress, to purchase half à dozen 
of the most powerful battleships to be 
found in English shipyards, supply them 
with the most emer armaments, and 
still have means enough left to mas them, 
besides mobilizing 100,000 men for service 
on our southern and eastern coast if neces- 
sary. Of course, if the President and his 
advisers contemplate using any part of the 
50 millions in the purchase of ships owned 
or being built abroad, they will hasten 
to close the bargain and get the ships. 


For the President understands perfectly 


well that after war has been declared no 


‘foreign power could sell or allow its sub- 


jeets to sell war vessels to either of the 
belligerents. Were it to do so it would 
violate its obligations as 4 neutral 
and be held responsible for whatever dam- 
age might ensue by reason of its act. The 
deliberate negligen¢e of England, in the 
case of the Ala , which it allowed to 
pass into the hands of the Confederates, 
cost it dear. If there is to be a war, then 
whatever ship buying is done must be done 
speedily. Spain must not be allowed to 
anticipate the United States and stréngthen 
its navy while this country does nothing. 

The facet that government is pre- 


pared to make such a defense furnishes 
the best assurance that we shall have no 
war—or, if we must, that it will be 1 short, 
sharp, and decisive!’ 

The assurance now given ont that 
the court of inquiry will be prepared to 
report on the Maine disaster within the 
next three days, and it now seems more 
than ever certain that the report will show 
epnelusively that neither Captain Sigsbee 
nor his crew blew up the vessel through 
carelessness or design, but that the dis- 
aster was due to Spanish treachery, 
whetber with or without the knowledge 
of Spanish office Having escaped the 
clutches of the Wall street stock gamblers 
Congress may now go on in the patriotic 
course it has mapped out for itself, as- 
sured that it and the administration will 
have the support of the whole people? 

THE NEBRASKA FREIGHT RATE CASE, 

The fuller report of the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the Nebraska maximum 
freight rate case contains some points 
which were emitted in the summary of it 
which was first transmitted. 

It appears, for igstance, that, while the 
court holds the rates prescribed by the law 
were invalid because unreasonably low at 
the time the law te enacted, it takes into 


consideration the fact that these rates may 
not be unreasonably low. This was the 
view taken by the Circuit Court when it 
enjoined the enforcement of the law. 

That court stated that when the cir- 
cumstances have changed so that the rates 
fixed in the act shall yield to the companies 
reasonable compensation for their services 
the rates might be enforced. The Supreme 
Court is satisfied that as to most of the 
companies there would have been ah actual 
loss in 1891, 1892, and 1893 under the pro- 
posed rates, and that where there was no 
loss the receipts above operating expenses 
that— 

If the t Court finds that the present con- 
dition is such as to admit af 
plication of the statute to the railroad companies 
in question without depriving them of just com- 
pensation, it will be its duty to discharge the in- 
junction heretofore granted and to make what- 
ever order is necessary to remove any obstruction 
placed by the decrees jn these cases in the way 
of the enforcement of the statute. 

It is certain that the Nebraska roads are 
in much better condition than they were in 
1893. The volume of business has in- 
creased largely. But much of that js inter- 
state business, whilp the Nebrasky law ap- 
plies only to local ‘business. The former 
cannot be taken wa consideration, for the 
court holds that— 

The State cannot justify unreasonably low rates 
for domestic transportation, considered alone, upon 
the ground that the carrier is earning profits 
on its interstate busingss, over which, 80 far as 
rates are concerned, the State has no control. 

So it is not likely that the reduction of 
nearly 30 per cent in rates which was so 
unreasonable in view of the conditions ex- 
istitig in 1893 will de deemed redsonable 
now or for some time to come.

struggle with the United States. The Pope con-

‘Evidently the Pope does not want to see 
Spain harmed, because it is a Catholic na- 
tion, while the United States, from his point 
of view, is a Protestant nation. Neverthe-

and privileges that are enjoyed by the fol- 
lawers of other creeds. It is true that the 
American Catholics have not a monopoly 
of office-holding, like those in Spain, but 
they manage to get possession of a good 
many offices. 

‘But if the Pope deprecates war because 
all the Spaniards are Catholics, and some 
of them would get hurt, it is singular that 
he has not interposed to stop a most bloody 
war which has been raging for three years 
between Catholic Spaniards and Catholic 
Qubans. All the persons engaged in that 
conflict, from Weyler down on the one side 
and from Gomez down on the other, are 
devout Catholics. 4 

The struggle which has been going on 
during the last three years in Cuba has been 
attended with so much loss of life, so much 
barbarity, and so much hopeless misery 
that the Pope might with propriety have 
lifted ug his voice in behalf of peace if the 
combatants on both sides had been the in- 
tensest Protestants, with no respect what- 
ever for the venerable office he occupies. 

With how much more propriety could he 
have called out for peace when those who 
are fighting are his spiritual children, who 
have for him the greatest respect and rev- 
erence? His voice is to them even as the 
voice of God. It is true that heavenly 
voices are not always heard amid the tu- 
Mult of earthly wars, but the Pope might 
at least have protested loudly against the 
butchery that has been going on in Cuba. 
He has not done so. 3 

It the Pope is advising Spain at this time 
the advice he should give it is nat to call 


tor “ arbitration there is nothing to ar- 


bitrate as far as the United States is con- 
eerued but to pack up its traps and get out 
of Cuba at once, never to return there. 

Four centuries ago a predecessor of Pope 
Leo gave to Spain—as far as he had power 
to give—Cuba and nearly all the remainder 
of the new world. Spain has made so bada 
use of what Alexander gave it that the 
present Pope ought to do all he can to re- 
voke that gift. 


| GALHOUN SUCCEEDS MORRISON. 
‘Yesterday the President sent to the Sen- 
ite the name of William J. Calhoun as mem- 
her of the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion to fill the place left vacant by the ex- 
iration of the term of William R. Morri- 

n, also of this State. 
| This appointment is a commendable one 
from every point of view. It is logical. 
The interstate commerce of IIlinois is so 
great that it is entitled to retain that mem- 
bership on the commission which one of its 
citizens has held ever since the commission 
was created. To have taken that office 
away from Illinois and the West to give it 
to some State east of the Alleghanies would 
have been a great mistake, 

In choosing an IIIinoisan to succeed 

Colonel Morrison the President hardly could 
have made a better selection than that of 
Mr. Calhoun. He is a lawyer of ability and 
is under no obligations to railroad corpora- 
tions. He is the nominee of no trunk line. 
He is a hard worker and he has courage 
and determination. The roads will not be 
able to ride over or influence him. 

He showed that he had those qualities 
when he made his fight for McKinley at 
the State convention which elected dele- 
gates to the St. Louis National convention. 
Tun Trisune predicted then that more 
would be heard of Mr. Calhoun later on. 

While this appointment of Mr. Calhoun 
is a perfectly natural one, there was a 
possibility at one time that it would not be 
made. An almost irresistible pressure was 
brought to bear on the President to induce 
him to give this position to a Pennsylvanian 
who had the powerful backing of the Penn- 
Sylvania company. But he withstood that 
pressure and put on the commission a man 
who will stengthen it instead of one who 
would have weakened it. 


THE LAMBS FLEECED AGAIN. 

Another bubble burst in Wall street Mon- 

lay and the street came uncomfortably 
near a panic. Millions of dollars were 
knocked out of the Stock Exchange values 
of securities. Practically all the stocks and 
bonds on the list declined. Subsequently, 
after the lambs had been fleeced out ot 
thillions, the big gamblers succeeded in 
manipulating the prices back to about the 
average of what they were before the 
break began. 

But why did the jack rabbits get so 
seared, let go everything, and run? The 
demand for the recall of Lee, the objection 
of Spain to sending relief to the Cubans on 
4 war vessel, even the purchase of war ves- 
sels by Spain, if such had been the case, had 
no bearing upon the value of stocks. They 
would have been worth just as much if all 
this had taken place. Were these lambs 
holding stocks on margins only to bet upon? 
Being unable to put up more margins, were 
they shaken out and fleeced by the sharpers 
on the street? If so, it was no loss to the 
public. No harm was done. There is no 
oecasion for sympathy or auxiety of any 
kind. The stock betting business is not a 
legitimate or beneficial one. It is not a 
business in any sense. These fellows are 
not dealing in securities, but in insecurities, 
It is nothing but blackleg sport on a large 
seale. The principle is just thesame. The 
only difference is in the amount won or lost 
on the bets. 

These speculative stocks had already 
been pushed too high. They had just-as 
much intrinsic value, just as much legit-

Meanwhile, if the lambs don't want 
to be caught and fleeced then they should 
keep out of Wall street. The public will 
have no sympathy with them, no matter 
how heavily they may have lost. No patri- 
otic citizen will weep because margin gam- 
blers have lost on stocks. 


WHY “MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP” 18 D- 


MANDED. 
The walking delegates who compose the 
Chicago Federation of Labor urge the 


members of the trades unions to vote for. 


only those Aldermanic candidates who are 
in favor of the “ municipal ownership” 
of the street railroads. But they do not 
explain to the workingmen what “ munici- 
pal ownership involves. 

In order to become the owner of those 
roads the municipality must be empow- 


| ered first by the Legislature to own and 
operate street railroads. Then it must 


raise the millions which it will have to 
pay to the traction companies for their 
plants—power-houses, cables, wires, rights 
in tunnels, which will have to be low- 
ered five feet or more, rails, cars, car- 
barns, etc. The companies would figure 
out that they were entitled to about 20 
millions, 

How do the walking delegates think this 
city, which is already in debt beyond the 
constitutional limitation, could raise that 
much money? They do not state. Nor 
do they state what would be gained if the 
city were able to get hold of 20 mil- 
lions or more and become the owner of the 
street railroads, 

Why do the walking delegates favor 
“municipal ownership”? Not to get 
cheaper rates of fare for those who use 
the street cars. For if the city were to 
buy and operate the roads the expenses 
would be so much greater than they are 
now that a reduction would be impos- 
sible. The way to get lower rates of fare 
is to elect Aldermen who will grant no 
new railroad franchises and extend no 
old ones until the companies consent to a 
reduction of fares. 

Nor do these representatives’ of or- 
ganized labor want “municipal owner- 
ship in order that the city may receive 
more revenue. The way for the city to 
get more revenue out of the street car 


| business is to compel the companies to 


pay it a fair share of their receipts. If 
the city ran the roads the expenses would 
probably exceed the receipts. The experi- 
ment would turn out as disastrously as 
the experiment of the State ownership of 


' railroads in Australia. 


What then do the walking delegates 
want? They want more labor unions, thus 
giving employment for more walking 
delegates. The attempts which have been 
made to “unionize” the employés of the 
Chicago traction companies have failed, 
If the city were to operate the roads unions 
would be organized atonce. Officers would 
be elected and given salaries, their duty 
being to see that no non-union meh worked 
on a city road. 

When the unions had been establisned 
there would be continual demands on the 
city for the employment of more mén and 
the payment of better wages. The walking 
delegates would insist on a shortening of 
the hours of labor so there might be em- 
ployment for more men. Pe. 

In a word, the demand for “ municipal 
ownership” is simply a demand for the 
creation of more places for walking dele- 
gates and others. The labor leaders 
are not thinking of lower fares for the 
people or more revenue for the city. They 
have in view only the interests of the 
walking delegates.

THE MAINE MEMORIAL. 

Mayor Harrison has appointed a com- 
mittee of citizens which is to cobperate with 
committees in other cities and with the 
National committee, the purpose being to 
raise funds for the erection of a nationgl 
monument in memory of the seamen and 
marines who were killed by the explosion 
of the battleship Maine. 

To the general proposition to commem- 
orate the services of these brave seamen, 
who undoubtedly were the victims of 
Spanish treachery, no patriotic citizen will 


offer any objection, but is not the proposi- . 


tion somewhat premature? There is a 
right time for doing important things and 
a wrong time as well. In this case to begin 
agitating the erection of a monument 
commemorative of the unfortunate sailors 
who lost their lives unexpectedly in the Ha- 
vana harbor a few weeks ago by an ex- 
plosion, as to the causes of which the court 
of inquiry has not yet reported, seems quite 
premature. 

Would it not be better in this matter to 
wait until an official report has been made 
upon the probable cause of the disaster? 
If it should turn out to be an inscrutable, 
mysterious accident or the work of an “ all 
wise, all good, and merciful providence,” 
which is so frequently alleged as a cause 
when no other can be found, then the coun- 
try could go ahead and build the monument 
accordingly. 

But if it should turn out that the explo- 
sion was the work of treacherous per- 
fidious Spaniards, then would it not be much 
better to wait until condign chastisement 
has been administered? Would it not be 
better in such a case to let events follow in 
this order: After Spain has been chastised 


and expelled from the Western Hemisphere 


and Cuba liberated then exact damages for 
the American warship treacherously de- 
stroyed and indemnity for the killing of the 
crew. 

After this has been done then let a com- 


memorative monument of an artistic and 
enduring character be erected which shall |

Our Auxiliary Cruisers. 

The wisdom of preparing for war in time 
of peace has been illustrated very strikingly 
by the stock of reserve batteries which the 
Navy department has ready for arming the 
merchant vessels that may be chartered as 


eruisers. 


The movement really began when the Paris 
and New Tork were bought and the St. 
Louis and St. Paul built, in consequence of 
subsidies conditioned on their liability to per- 


| form war service for the government. When 


this had been done Congress saw that they 
would be of no use unless armed, and accord-

. Raising Hares for the Market. 
at appears io be a very important in- 
dustry for Kansas City, Kas., and one in 
which many people will soon be engaged, 
is the raising of the Belgian hare, a species 
of the hare family, larger than the Kansas 
jack rabbit, whose meat is even finer than 
that of the chicken or turkey. George Lam- 
phier, an employé of the Memphis railway 
company, and W. W. Simons, a pressman, 
are the originators of the industry in Kansas 
City. They built a rabbit barn on a lot 
adjoining Mr. Lamphier’s home at Kansas 
City, Kas., and from thirteen fine pedigreed 
hares, which they purchased in the Bast 
from imported breeding stock last fall, they 
now have more than 100 hares to start with. 
Several other Kansas City people are now 
purchasing breeding stock, and it is predict- 
ed that in a year or two more rabbits will 
be raised in and about Kansas City than are 
running wild in some of the big prairie coun- 
ties in Kansas. | 

But there is a good demand for the meat of 
the Belgian hare, which sells as high as 25 
cents a pound in the Hastern cities, and some 


ot the packers in Kansas City say that if the 


industry is well developed they can dispose 
ef all the meat that can be produced at fancy 
prices. 

The hares are to be killed when four 
months old, when they will weigh from four 
to five pounds, although they frequently 
grow much larger, some even weighing ten 
or twelve pounds. The fur of the Belgian 
hare is valuable and each pelt will bring 25 
cents.—Kansas City Star.

EXTRA SESSION IS CALLED. 


Governor Pingree Convenes the Mich- 
Legislature to Pass Tax- 
ation Laws. |

Lansing Mich., March 8&—[Special.]— 
Late this afternoon Governor Pingree is- 
sued a. proclamation calling an extraor- 
dinary session of the Legislature for March 
22. After citing constitutional provisions re- 
quiring the Governor to see that the laws 
are executed, that there shall be a uniform 
system of taxation, and that property shall 
be assessed at its full cash value, the proc- 
lamation says: 

In violation of the spirit if not the letter 
of these provisions of thé constitution laws 
have in passed, from time to time, by 
which railroad compantes, express com- 
panies, telegraph and telephone compaaics 
now owning, according to their sworn re- 
turns, at least one-third of the property of 
this State, are required to pay only about 
one twenty-sixth of the taxes levied for 
State, county, and municipal purposes, leav- 
ing their just proportion of supporting our 
schools, asylums, and other public institu- 
tions and defraying the public expenses to 
fall upon the farmers, laborers, and manu- 
facturers, and other property-owners of the 
State. 

Taxation has, in many parts of the State, 
become in the ture of confiscation, the 
amount levied being greater than the prop- 
erty taxed can be made to produce. 

I regard the situation as extraordinary 
and one that demands an immediate remedy, 
which can only be given by the Legislature.“ 

The call concludes with a call for a session

Yesterday’s Summer-Like Temperature 
Is Expected to Suddenly Fall at 
Least Thirty Degrees. 


The lamblike mood that has characterized 
March ever since it made its appearance is 
about to end. It is three weeks before 
March is billed to go out like a roaring 
lion,“ but the lionlike mood is going to begin 
right away. Yesterday it was springtime, 
with suggestions of roses and song birds in 
the air; today cold winds will blow and there 
will be bleak skies and rain. 

The temperature will take a sudden slump 
and wil] probably go down to 25° above the 
zero mark. From 56° down to 25° is an un- 
usual proceeding for the temperature even 
of Chicago. 

Yesterday the temperature for all of the 
springlike day was 56° above. This was 
entirely too good to last, as it was 22° above 
normal. The snap back to normal comes 
today, and it will come so hard the mercury 
will not stop at 44°, the normal mark. 

The weather man says he thinks the 
present disagreeable spell will last but a few 
days and then there will be more sunshine 
and warm breezes before the roaring com- 
mences in earnest. But a 25° fall will be 
all that the ordinary Chicago mortal who 
has put his heavy overcoat in the cedar 
chest and salted the fur cap down with 
moth balls can stand. 

Yesterday State street was jammed on 
both sides. On all the other down-town 
streets the sidewalks were fairly alive with 
pedestrians. The park pathways were also 
well occupied by strollers almost in summer- 
like costume.

NO DYNAMITE FROM CHICAGO. 


Rumor That the Explosive Was Sent 
from City to Cuba Proves 


The report from the Hast that ten tons 
dynamite had been shipped by a Chicago* 
powder concern to Cuba by way of New 
York, and from that point consigned to the 
barge Santiago, bound for the insurgent 
lines, was denied yesterday by Vice Presi- 
dent W. B. Lewis of the tna Powder 
company of Avetna, Ind. 

The ten tons of the explosives which were 
shipped from Chicago, Mr. Lewis says, was 
billed to an agent of the company at Callao, 
one of the principal seaport towns on the 
coast of Peru, and was in for blast- 
ing purposes in the mines. Mr. Lewis said: 
Neither of the two companies of which I 
am the head have ever shipped any dyna- 
mite to Cuba. Dynamite is not used as 
freely in warfare as most people believe, 
and no guns yet built have been able to 
stand the terrific pressure of the explosion. 
Those fired from pneumatic tubes do not ex- 
plode until they have left the tubes. Dyna- 
mite will never be used much in warfare 
unless it be for blowing up ts 
and bridges.’
